British 
High Chimneys Capable of: With-

A British aeroplane engineer has 
‘built a spiral chimney in such a way 
that it presents a corner to winds from 
jany direction. This is an attempt to 
| solve the ‘engineering problem of build: 

jing tall chimneys to-withstand the tre- 
mendous: pressure of winds at high 
celocity. : ‘ 
’ Each brick at tle corners is displace. 
ed one sixteenth of an inch, so that 
the chimney forms a spiral. As a re- 
sult, each-comer at the top of. the 
stack is directly above the middle of 
one side of the base, Thus, the 
thrust of a wind is distributed over 
two sides of the chimney, instead of 
being concentrated on one side, and 
thin walls will withstand a wind pres- 
sure that might demolish the chimney 
if the sides were flat. . A spiral chim- 
ney can ‘be built without added ex- 
pense.
